FIGHTING IN PALESTINE. 


. Cairo, April 2. 

There were seven Arab raids in Falestine between the 
Miho and 2¢th Apml A squadron of cavalry from, Beisan 
went ot Go the 22nd to round up the Ghazawiyeh tribe 
westward of the Jordan. They destroyed a house containing 
ammunition northward of Beisan, after which a force of 
Arabs attacked the squadronewhich was obliged to withdraw 
fighting & rearguard action. Ao aeroplane reconnaisance on 
the Sird reported activity im the valley southward of Beisan. 
the railway being eat. A troop was sent oot and encountered 
thirty Arabs. Two more troops were sent ost at duak and 
charged with the lance, killing fifteen.
